be delivered from fluctuoting wheat 
prices, and from private speculation 
on the Grain Exchange. but the an- 
nouncement last week indicated that 
the government sticks to its original 
idea, to support the market against 
undue collapse, but not to get invoi- 
ved in the wheat business one whit 
more than is absolutely necessary. 
Responsible to All Canada 

The Ottawa government, after all, 
is responsible to citizens from Char- 
lottetown and Halifax to Victoria and 
Prince Rupert; and while the wheat 
growers are a Mmightly force in the 
country, their demands must always 
be weighed with those of the fisher- 
man, the textile worker, the mixed 
farmer of the east, the fruit grower 
and miner of B. C. and so on. ‘If the 
federal government is going to guar 
antee cost of production, or even a 
bit of profit as well, to the wheat pro- 
ducer, all these other people are en- 
titled to come along for some _ too. 
The budget of 1936 wrote off 21 mil 
lion dollars loss incurred through the 
Stabilization of Wheat, and the federal 


government could not have done 
much more than it has done now, 
without widespread criticism. For 
years there have been mumblings 


and grumblings in Ontario and Que- 
bec, in regard to wheat. So that as 
against the dissatisfaction and loss of 
votes which the government faces for 
not having taken a more sturdy stand 
in support of the present wheat 
price, it must weigh the rebellion 
which would have developed in other 
parts of the country if it had gone 
once more wholeheartedly into the 
wheat business, and had incurred los 
ses again, 

It is quite possible that wheat will 
sell well above the minimum price, 
support or no support; and on the 
whole the action of the government 
is a courageous and correct one in 
the light of its philosophy and prom- 
ises. The present wheat act was real 
ly the child of the Liberal party, even 
if introduced by a Conservative gov- 
ernment; and their theory of a mint- 
mum price was exactly the role which 
the current price will probably play; 
support without the need of the gov 


ernment buying and handling the 
whole crop, 
Cattle for Eastern Feeding 

The eastern farmer is being en:

feeding. At the last minute it was de 
cided to refund half the freight it 
cattle were retained three months; in- 
stead of paying a cash bonus as fore- 
cast in my last letter. Also the Red 
Cross, financed, no doubt to some ex 
tent by the government, is to see to 
it that the worn out kitchen equip 
ment of the farmers in the area at- 
flicted year after year by drought is 
to be replaced. The usual relief mea- 
sures do not include such things, but 
after years of crop failure, everything 
in the house needs mending or _ re- 
placing; pots and pans, kettles, stove 
grates, and the like, 
New Trade Agreement 

Hon, W. D. Euler, Minister of rade 
and Commerce, is back from Europe, 
where he negotiated several trade ag- 
reements. The nature of them may be 
made public this week, With Furop- 


ean conditions so difficult, it is 
doubtful whether any sweeping ar- 
rangements were possible, but the 


Liberal theory is that there is trade 
to be secured if it is gone after ag- 
gressively enough, After the Europ- 
ean agreements are completed, there 
are new treaties to negotiate with 
Australia and New Zealand. It will be 
interesting to see if Mr Euler succeed- 
ed where Messrs Stevens and Hanson 
failed relatively. The Liberals, of 
course, argue that you can’t expect 
others to buy from you unless you 
buy from them, and any European 
agreements inevitably involve some 
further reduction of the Canadian

The budget of 19386 wrote off 21 mil 
lion dollars loss incurred through the 
Stabilization of Wheat, and the federal 


government could not have done 
much more than it has done now, 
without widespread criticism. Ko 
years there have been mumblings 


and grumblings in Ontario and Que: 
bec, in regard to wheat. So that as 
against the dissatisfaction and loss of 
votes which the government faces for 
not having taken a more sturdy stand 
in support of the present wheat 
price, it must weigh the rebellion 
which would have developed in other 
parts of the country if it had gone 
once more wholeheartedly into the 
wheat business, and had incurred los 
ses again, 

It is auite possible that wheat will 
sell well above the minimum price, 
support or no support; and on the 
Whole the action of the government 
is a courageous and correct one in 
the light of its philosophy and prom- 
ises. The present wheat act was real 
ly the child of the Liberal party, even 
if introduced by a Conservative gov- 
ernment; and their theory of a min! 
mum price was exactly the role which 
the current price will probably play; 
support without the need of the gov 


ernment buying and handling the 
whole crop, 
Cattle for Eastern Feeding 

The eastern farmer is being en- 
couraged to buy western cattle tor 


feeding. At the last minute it was de

The usual relief mea 
sures do not include such things, but 
after years of crop failure, everything 
in the house needs mending or _ re- 
placing; pots and pans, kettles, stove 
grates, and the like.

Hon, W. D. Euler, Minister of ‘l'rade 
and Commerce, is back from Europe, 
where he negotiated several trade ag- 
reements, The nature of them may be 
made public this week. With Europ. 


ean conditions so _ difficult, it is 
doubtful whether any sweeping = ar- 
rangements were possible, but the 


Liberal theory is that there is trade 
to be secured if it is gone after ag- 
gressively enough. After the Europ- 
ean agreements are completed, there 
are new treaties to negotiate with 
Australia and New Zealand, It will be 
interesting to see if Mr Euler succeed- 
ed where Messrs Stevens and Hanson 
failed relatively.
